house, who is given as ono of the direct- 
ors, emphatically denies any connection 
with tho scheme. The Henley Cable Co. , 
vvho are stated to liave accepted the con- 
tract for tho construction of tiie cables, 
have been involved in financial diflicul- 
tiea for some time. Tlie principal pro- 
moter in London is iVIr. .A.nton Rochs,' 
Arho has been connected with various 
cable schemes, but not in a manner to win 
the conGuence of capitalists. The parties 
in Canada who aro uiidr rstood to l)o co- 
operating with Rochs are .Messrs. Batson 
."tud Clisborne, of Ottawa, tho latter Sup- 
erintenden/ of novornrncnl telegraphs. - -
